In regard to the third rental, which our records show was. on March 26, 1951, 
my recollection is that a day or two before that date some man from tlay- 
flower Distributing Company in 5t. Paul, Minnesota, again phoned me. I 
do not know if it was the samc man who had. phoned before or whether 1% was 
the same well-dressed man who had come to our place on the two previous 
occasions but I somewhat assumed that it was-the same individual. To my - 
recollection no name was mentioned by him ‘over the telephone. At this time 
he stated he was interested in renting a semi-treiler to take into the 
state of Illinois, snd he mentioned they were closing out some office dow 
thene..and were. going to haul thoir stuff to St. Paul, Iinnesota. At this 
‘time this mn also remrked that they would be making quite a few trips, 
and Il assumed from this conversation that they would be interested in con- 
tinuing to rent 2 large truck or semi-trailér for further hauling... I told. 
this man over the phone that we did not own a somi-trailer for rental 
purposes, but that we did have a large Dodge two ton van. As far as I

"To the best of my recollection, this man from Mayflower Distributing Company  7¢ 
had some small dispute with us over the amount to be paid and if I recall it,, — 
he stated that they had blown out a tire in connection with the trip they had 

taken with the Dodge truck, and as a result of that there was a dispute 


as to the amount to be paid. As long as the ledger sheet reflects that the 


Mayflower Distributing Company paid ~75.05.on or about April-12, 1951, I feel 
certain that we did not bill them for the rental of this truck tntil April l, 
1951. If they had been billed on March 1, 1951, there is the possibility that 
they may have paid the $75.05 in March. Furthermore, if the correct date is 
February 26, 1951 that means they would have returmed the truck to us on 

March 1, 1951, as théy had it for three days, and if that happened we would — 
not have billed them on March 1, 1951, and would have waited-until April ‘1, 


°1951, ‘which indicates to me that this truck was rented by the Mayflower Dis-
